v Demoralizing Practice. 

London, Aug. 7. — In the editorial col- 
umns of the Standard is an article strongly 
condemning the publication of the minute 
details of the execution of Keinniler which 
other papers have indulged in, ami de- 
nouncing the practice as demoralizing. At 
the same time the paper devotes two whole 
columns to the subject, including a detailed 
report of the proceedings in the death cham- 
ber, a summary of the autopsy, and opinions 
of the experts. The evening press are as 
unanimous as the morning papers in con- 
demning electrical execution, on the 
strength of the first experiment. The Even- 
ing News declares that public opinion 
throughout the civilized world demands 
that Americans shall not repeat the outrage 
commit ted at Au bum yesterday. The Pall 
Mall Gazette deprecates the obser- 
vance <d" cruel methods in the ex- 
ecution of criminals, but condemns 
the diatribes ol the morning pacsa 
as unjust and unwarrantable. Tho Amer- 
ican people, it insists, are the best uatured 
and most gentle people iu the world, and 
are actuated by motives of humanity in 
every undertaking. Mr. Preece, chief elec- 
trician of the department of the post oliiee, 
in an interview this evening, recalled the 
fact that he had denounced the use of elce- 
tricity for the execution of criminals before 
the British Association in 1889. lie reiter- 
ated the views he had expressed at that 
time, and declared that he did not believe a 
powerful Leyden battery effective in the 
taking of life. The American plan, lie 
thought, was as good as any, but the dilli- 
cttlty was to know what amount of electric- 
ity was certain to produce death without 
torture. From a scientific point of view he 
thought the execution of Kemmler was a 
failure. 

The Labor Trouble at Card nr. 

London, Aug. 7.— -Although neither 
Lord Dunravon, nor Cardinal Mann'/g has 
signiged his willingness to act as a -bill. lim- 
it! the labor trouble at Cardiff, it is be- 
lieved that both will be asked to do so by 
both parties to the dispute, unci that they 
nil! accept the invitation. lien Fillott, 
labor leader, addressed an immense meeting 
of the union men iu Uie public square at 
Cardiff last evening. lie counselled the 
men to remain linn, but to refrain from 
violent demonstrations, which would only 
have the effect of weakening their eaitse. 
Already there are signs that the directors 
of the companies arc disposed to compromise 
on a basis of half of what the men demand, 
hut in the matter of absolute exclusion of 
non-union the principal demand of tho em- 
ployes, the directors are still firm in their 
refusal to accept dictation, or to depart in 
the slightest degree from their resolve to 
engage whatever class of men they chose to 
employ.

The Tory Voting SlrcNSth. 

London, Aug. (i. — Some time ago the 
Conservative election managers decided to 
send to all provincial agents, asking them 
to make an informal canvass in order that 
an estimate might be made of tho Tory 
voting strength, in the event of a general 
election. Returns have just been made to 
the central Conservative olliee, from which 



it is estimated that oven an immediate gen 
oral election would give the government a 
majority of twenty. These figures, how- 
ever, are the result of canvasses made be- 
fore the recent defeats of the government in 
parliament, and may be somewhat mislead- 
ing. Liberals, Unionists and Conservatives 
generally agree in the opinion that the next 
parliament will be short lived. 

A fair of Brutes. 

London, Aug. 6. — At Macrooni, county 
Cork, Monday evening, two young men 
Michael Collins and James Lunoy, rejected 
suitors for the hand of a young woman 
named Margaret Sullivan, made a murder- 
ous assault upon the girl with a bottle of 
vitrol, burning her face, neck and bosom in 
a frightful manner. Collins and Lunoy were 
arrested. Miss Sullivan is in a critical con- 
dition. 

An HoMi>i-:iry Appointment. 

London, Aug. — It is stated upon good 
authority that the Queen will appoint Em- 
peror William ,iu honorary colonel of caval- 
ry. It will be remembered on the occasion 
of the emperor's visit to England last year 
be appointed Her Majesty an honorary 
colonel of a German regiment. 

Sympathy for the Guards. 

London, Aug. 7. -Public opinion as to 
the excessive severity of the sentences 
imposed upon the ringleaders in the 
mutiny of the Grenadier Guards has mani- 
fested itself in tv monster petition to the 
government for the release of the imprisoned 
men. Already the petition bus received 
40,000 signatures, and will formally be pre- 
sented at the earliest possible moment. 

Soldier ICngiHcer.v 

London, Aug. 0. The Russian govern 
mont has decided to substitute soldiers 
trained to the business for ordinary en- 
gineers of locomotives on the strategic rail- 
ways. 

Consumption Curable. 

London, Aug. Q, — The absorbing theme 
which is engaging the attention of the medi- 
cal congress in session in Berlin, is Prof. 
Koch's theory that consumption is a curable 
disease. The eminent professor, whose dis- 
coveries in reference to cholera have greatly 
mitigated the horrors of that disease, lias 
formulated a method of treatment of pa- 
tients afflicted with consumption, which lie 
declares to be effective in checking the rav- 
ages of that disease and restoring the suffer- 
ers to health.

Wellington, . Aug. 7. — Last night's 

meeting at. tho S.imcrset Hotel was numer- 
ously attended, . ft was held in private, 
and was addressed, among others, by Mr. 
Uasure, who is familiarly known as " the 
Cowboy Evangelist,-" Tully Uoyee, Mr. 
Foster, M'j P.P., and others. AH counselled 
order and a strict adherence to the law as 
regarded the maintenance of the peace.

Ottawa, Aug. 7. —Action is to be taken 
with reference to Bender's Labrador rail way 
scheme sooner than was expected. A party 
of English engineers and capitalists are ex- 
pected to arrive in New York next, week en 
route to Canada. The government has been 
asked to loan the Arctic steamer Alert to 
enable the party to visit Labrador mid the 
Straits of Belle fsle with a view to pro- 
specting. Should they report favorably the 
scheme will at once be floated in the 
English market. 

The new system of repaying depositors in 
the post-ollice savings bank has been found 
to work well. 

Applications for entry forms for the 
Dominion riflo matches are pouring iu, and 
the Canadian Pacific are offering most liberal 
rates. It is hoped some team will he pre- 
sent from British Columbia this year.

Mileages Population. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 7. — The census 
olliee has just completed a rough count of 
the population of Chicago, ft shows the 
population as 1,098,570, an increase since 
1880 of 595,391, or 118-32 percent. This 
makes Chicago the second largest city in 
the United States. 

North Itivor Sugar Iteflniug Co. 

Nkw Yokk, Aug. 7. — In the Supremo 
court special term iu Brooklyn, this morn- 
ing, Judge Cullin listened to arguments on 
motion of Henry Winthrop Gray as re- 
ceiver of the North River Sugar Refining 
Co. , to be made u party defendant in the 
suit recently begun by the trustees of the 
sugar trust for a sale of its property, and 
au accounting with the trust cer- 
tificate holders. Arguments for the 
motionJ were based upon an affidavit of 
the managing clerk of Piatt it Cowers, re- 
citing among other things that the North 
River Sugar Refining Co. had contributed 
its share to the capital slock of the trust; 
that it still had an interest in it, and that 
in order to protect that interest Mr. Gray, 
the receiver, must be made a party in the 
suit brought by the trustees. The main 
point of contention between counsel was 
whether the turning over to the trust of 
the capital stock of the North River Co. 
was an act of that corporation or of indivi- 
dual stockholders. Judge Cullin said he 
would look over the papers and give his 
decision in time for an appeal to the next 
general term. 

Heavy Damages. 

BROOKLYN, Aug. 7. — To-day, IJ. S. Mar- 
shal Lake libelled the steamship AbdUrti. 
A few days ago she ran into the fishing 
smack Christopher Columbus oil' Newfound- 
land, and the owners waut $35,000 dam- 
ages. 

Trunk Lines' Association. 

New Yokk, Aug. 7. — The meeting of the 
joint committee of tho Trunk Lines' Asso- 
ciation adjourned to-day to reconvene at 
Chicago on Aug. 14. All pending questions 
were deferred until that time. Chairman 
Blanchurd said the meeting was entirely 
harmonious, and the postponement wi.s had 
in order to obtain additional information 
upon points under discussion, to enable 
representatives ot the lake and rail 
lines to be present. A communi- 
cation was received from a con- 
vention of the commercial associations 
at Chicago. A requisition that the use of a 
uniform bill of lading be adopted by the 
committee, was deferred until a conference 
can be had between committees of the com- 
mercial association and carriers, to agree 
Upon a different form of bill of lading. To 
this a reply was sent by chairman Blan- 
hurd, in which he says that the joint com- 
mittee have carefully considered the ro- 
piest, and that it, in their opinion, would 
not be wise to either the interest of shippers 
carriers to withdraw the new uniform 
hill of lading from use ; but suggests that 
the convention appoint a committee to meet 
immittee appointed by the joint commit- 
tee to consider amendments or complaints 
in regard to a uniform bill of lading. 

Kbit iii a PrlHOU. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 7. — A general riot is 
impending at the state prison, and 150 po- 
licemen arc on the scene armed with revol- 
vers, The trouble is an accumulation of 
lifliculties attendant upon the enforcement 
of the Bertimon system of measuring and 
photographing the prisoners, aggravated by 
the attempted escape of "Chicken Walsh," 
his capture and subsequent punishment. At 
2:45 to-day there was a genaral outbreak iu 
the workshops. Tho men refused to obey 
the orders of their keepers or to return to 
their cells, and with their tools they badly 
damaged the furniture of the workshops. A 
large force of police was summoned to assist 
in removing the prisoners to their cells. 
Those already in the cells added to the dis- 
turbance by smashing the windows. The 
prisoners are especially violent in Ihe north 
and south wings, which overlook the street. 
A large crowd gathered around the prison- 
ers and added to the disturbance by their 
cries. Several prison officers were assaulted 
by the convicts and severely injured. Three 
or four convicts are in the hospital with 
crushed skulls, received while desperately 
resisting the officers. The "strike" was 
preconcerted, and was to have taken place 
at I [Lin. was postponed. "Chicken Walsh" 
was the ringleader. After dinner the prison- 
ers marched back to the shops very quietly, 
but hardly had they entered when a terrible 
and general yell broke out; the windows 
and furniture were broken and the men 
rushed into the yard, and tliu entire crowd 
dashed for the various walls. The guards 
fired at first to terrify them, but as several 
nearly gained the lop of the wall the bullets 
were aimed to kill. It is, however, thought 
nobody was seriously wounded. The officers 
with clubs and pointed revolvers held the 
prisoners at bay until reinforcements ar- 
rived. Every available man on the Boston 
police force is now at the prison, and fully 
300 officers are massed iu the yards and 
corridors. The guard on the walls has been 
more than trebled, and all are armed with 
Winchesters, and have instructions to kill 
any man who attempts to scale the walls. 
No count has yet been taken of the prisoners, 
but is known many have not, been returned 
to their cells. Some of these are known to 
be in hiding in the yards, and it is thought 
one or two may have succeeded in reaching 
the outer world. Cordons of police guard 
the streets leading to the prison and the 
general public, including reporters, uro ox- 
cluded. 

Threats or Lynching, 

MoNTOOMKttY, Ala., Aug. 7.— A negro 
boy named Willie Johnson, who had robbed 



two houses in Opolika, yesterday, to-day 
killed P. J. Moore, a merchant who was on- 
deavoring to arrest him. Johnson was cap- 
tured and there are threats of lynching. 

New Vork Labor Ticket. 

Nkw Yokk, Aug. 7.— A convention of 
delegates from all nationalist, socialist and 
labor organizations of New York city, was 
held at Cooper union this evening. Tho 
purpose of ihe meeting was to formulate 
and adopt, a party platform and ticket to bo 
placed in (he field at the approaching city 
election. Stephen Rock presided, ami about 
one hundred delegates were present.

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INTERESTING TO SHIPPERS; 

The Old Question of Transhipment of (foods 
by Canadian Linen Drought up Once More 
with no New Itesalt. 

Washington, Aug. 0.— Secretary 'Wm- 
dom to-day transmitted to the Sonata a 
resolution for information as to whether 
merchandise in bond, appraised or unap- 
prised, and goods of domestic origin are 
permitted to be forwarded between At- 
lantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States over the Canadian Pacific railway, 
and whether said merchandise, *on arriv- 
al at Vancouver, B. C, is there tran- 
shipped to vessels or cars, and whether 
or not such transportation and retian- 
shipment on foreign territory is con- 
sistent with the safety of revenue and the 
laws governing the coasting trade of the 
United States. In reply the secretary says : 
•On arrival of such goods at Vancouver, 
B. 0, , transportation is made under 
.supervision of an otlicer of the United 
States, stationed at that point, who certi- 
fies to the facts on tho manifests, and 
: seals the compartment of the vessel into 
which such goods are placed. Authority 
■ under which transportation of this char- 
acter is permitted is found in section 
-3,00(i revised statutes. He further says: 
That under tho regulations of tho depart- 
ment only -American vessels are allowed 
to bo employed ill' transportation of the 
character referred to, and he is of opinion 
that laws governing the coasting trade of 
tho United States are not violated there- 
by. The chief danger to its revenue is 
tho opportunity offered for the substitu- 
tion of packages on foreign soil at some 
point along the route traversed. The 
secretary says he has been informed since 
the completion of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway that goods arriving at Vancouver 
from Asiatic points destined to United 
States points have been placed in cars 
belonging to that company which wore 
then scaled by the United States consul 
and forwarded to their destination in the 
United States. This practice has been 
acquiesced in by the department in so 
far that tho customs officials at frontier 
ports have respected consular seals and 
allowed cars to go forward without entry 
and examination of their contents, if the 
seals were found correct. He is of opinion 
that it was the intent of the law to vest 
the privilege of consular seal to cars con- 
taining merchandise to a contiguous 
country, and that such privilege does not 
extend to ears containing imported mer- 
chandise landed in a contiguous country 
for transit through the United States. In 
view of this law it is contemplated to re- 
strict the privilege to cars containing 
merchandise to a contiguous country. 
Tho secretary has no official knowledge 
that the Grand Trunk railway has wilfully 
or otherwise violated revenue or coasting 
laws in the United States in transporting 
goods between places, nor of complaint 
made by an American produce shipper or 
consumer against transportation in bond 
of such merchandise. He says he has re- 
cently received a communication from a 
gentleman employed as consul concern- 
ing tho practise which appears to have 
Obtained in thy district of Port Huron, 
Mich., in the matter or f\Howiu£ f*I5 " w 
Jjo unloa/led, sea'ed and manifested" at 
IWt Barilla ! and '.hat ho is advised that 
suitable facilities woro not available at 
Port Huron for transacting transportation 
business of tho Grand Trank railway, 
which has a terminus at Port Sarnia, but 
authority was given some years ago 
for sealing and manifestirg cars at 
Port Sarnia, customs ollicials of the 
United States being assigned to super- 
vise the work. Authority for this prac- 
tice, ho says, appears to be given by regu- 
lation of March 30th, 1875, governing the 
transfer of merchandise to and from 
British possessions and North America. 
The secretary, in conclusion, says he is 
not prepared to state that the practice 
referred to operates to prevent proper 
enforcement of the iuter-s ate commerce 
law, and that the safety of revenue is 
jeopardized.

TERRIBLE BENZINE EXPLOSION 

Denver Brick Building Shattered and Several 
Men Injured. 

Dknvkk, Aug. 5. — Another explosion 
occurred hero this evening with results 
probably more fatal than tho ono yostor- 
day. At 9 o'clock J. D. Gorrell, clork 
in W. A. Mitchell's pharmacy, at tho 
corner of Twonty-third and Welton 
streots, wont down into the cellar for 
Bomo goods. 

On reaching tho foot of tho stairs ho 
struck a match, when instantly a ton 
gallon case of bonzino exploded with 
terrific force. The entire front of 
the building was blown into tho 
street, and a customor standing 
by the door was hurled somo twenty 
feet and badly bruised and cut. Gorrell 
was blown out of tho cellar by the explo- 
sion, and escaped by the roar door in 
somo miraculous manner. Ho was found 
a few minutes later standing in the alley 
in a demented condition, from his burns, 
which were fearful. He was taken to a 
hospital, where his body was found to 
be one great blister, some of tho flesh 
adhering to the clothes when removed. 
Mis recovery is doubtful. Just befor 
tho explosion two little girls came into 
the store and purchased soda water, but 
it is believed they loft in time to save 
their lives. 

The building took fire immediately, 
and the entire tire department arrived on 
the ground promptly. When it came the 
walls were standing, but began to totter 
soon afterward, and a second later 
tumbled to the ground, a mass of broken 
timber and brick. This was so sudden 
that the firemen were unable to get to a 
place of safety, and threo were caught in 
the ruins. 

Fireman Patsy Gallagher had both hips 
broken and was injured internally. 
Charley Craig, driver for Chief Pierce, 
had both legs broken and was badly cut 
and bruised. The other was severely 
hurt, but not seriously. 

On the second tloor of the building 
were a number of roomers, and it is 
feared that some of them while attempt- 
ing to escape were caught in the falling 
building and crushed to death in the 
ruins. The fire was extinguished within 
half an hour after the arrival of the de- 
partment, and a largo force of men are 
now at work clearing away the debris. It 
is known that the employes of the store, 
with tho exception of Gorrell, escaped. 
Mr. Mitchell is now in New York city. 
Gorrell's people reside in Payne, O,

A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 



Saint Etienne, near Lyons, France, is 
the French Springfield, 'There aro tried 
and experimented upon .".11 inventions re- 
lating to the armament of French troops, 
and designed to work for French defence 
what the first instalment of Springfield 
guns did for the preservation of the 
Union. There is a government manufac- 
tory of small arms there, us well as many 
private manufactories of sporting guns. 
The Chamber of Commerce recently 
granted to M. Paul Giffard, tho inventor 
of a new gun, a prize of §2,000 and a gold 
medal, and trials of the now v; ea p 011 avo 
about to be made in ^ ftl ,; 3 u , u ler tho di- 
rection of tho military inspector:!. The 
CJiffard gun uses neither fulminate nor 
gun jowd'- . not oven the so-called 
"smoke! >. powder" so much talked 
about. These are replaced by a single 
drop of a volatile liquid, which, falling 
int > a closed chamber behind the projec- 
tile, develops by vaporizing a great pres- 
sure and thus gives impetus to the projec- 
tile. The fluid is a liquefied gas, inclosed 
in a steel cartridge provided with an 
escape valve regulated by a movable 
screw. By pressing on the hammer the 
valve is opened and the shot discharged. 1 1 think they 

Tho cartridge contains 100 grammes of 
tho liquid. One-third of a gramme is a 
sufficient charge for one shot in an ordin- 
ury hunting gun like tho ono presented 
by M. Gifl'ard to the Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. Etienne. The same cartridge 
is good, therefore, for M0 shots. Aftor 
every shot a new bullet is introduced, but 
it is certain that a repeating mechanism 
will soon he added by which tho supply 
of bulluts will be continuous. There is 
no fear of overheating the gun, for the 
shooting rather cools it, tho expansion of 
the gas absorbing the caloric, like tho am- 
monia in the ice-making machine. More- 
over* the liquefied gas does not vaporize 
instantaneously, but expands gradually, 
so that the projectile acquires its greatest 
velocity only at the moment of leaving 
the muzzle of the weapon, Consequently 
there is nothing to fear from violent and 
sudden pressure upon tho sides of tho 
bore, and thus tho projectile force can bo 
utilized to the maximum. 

The detonation is something liku that 
of tho uncorking of a champagne bottle, 
a sharp, short pop, and nothing more. Of 
course there is no smoko and no fouling 
of tho gun. Tho liquid by its volatiliz- 
ation gives out no disagreeable odor like 
that of the smokeless powder of the Aus- 
trian army, which asphyxiated some of

Heavy Floods in Australia— .Sensation in a 
Honolulu Court. 

San Francisco, Aug. 3. — The steamer 
Zealandia arrived from Sydney and Hono- 
lulu to-day, bringing the following ad- 
vices :

TILE GREAT SEWERS OF PARIS. 

A Canadian Visitor's Experience In Napoleon s 
Underground System. 

A gentleman now travelling in Europe 
snys : Wo arrived at the. entrance at the 
Place du Chatolet in Paris at two o'clock, 
tand had a wait of half an hour in the 
Vann sun. At half-past two the doors 
were opened, and, one after another, peo- 
ple began to come to the surface from the 
depths below. A train had arrived, and 
the passengers seemed glad to be able to 
breathe the air above ground again, and 
we poor mortals who had been waiting 
for half an bxur in u broiling sun were 
only too glad to be able to descend to the 
drains to cool oil'. We walked down a 
short winding staircase, at the bottom of 
which we found our train in waiting. It 
consisted of same ten cars, each car hold- 
ing fifteen persons. They wore neatly 
fitted up with lamps and leather seats, 
but, instead of being moved by the power 
of steam, each car was pushed by four 
porters all dressed in white, one being at 
each corner. The tunnel was about twen- 
ty feet broad and twelve feet high. The 
track is built right over the main sewer, 
and is about four foot wide. There is no 
covering over it, and one who has not 
seen and smelt it would imagine that the 
uq . vould be unbearable ; but it was not 
so. t assure you. There is a smell, but 
not very ImcL The tunnel, is lighted by 
electric lights. The streets are all named 
just as in the city overhead, and ovary 
here and there are the house numbers as 
they appear above. The roof of the tun- 
nel is pretty well covered with wires itnd 
pipes. The wires are for both telegraph- 
ing and telephoning. In the main tunnel 
there seemed to be about seventy-live 
wires of from a half-inch to an inch in 
tnickness. The water pipes for the city 
also run through the drains, as well as 
the pneumatic tubes used for sending 
telegrams and letters in the city. We 
started by going up the Boulevard de Se- 
bastapol for a short distance. Then wo 
turned into the Rue de Rivoli, and as 
there wub a down grade the men took us 
along at a pretty fast rate, llad these 
men ever missed their footing they would 
have gone into the filthy water, which is 
about six feet deep. We continued along 
the Hue de Rivoli till we came to Rue 
Royale, where wo left the cars and took 
to boats, which are made to hold twenty 
persons each and which are propelled in 
the same manner as the cars, exept that 
they go in the filthy water instead of 
above. We only went a short distance in 
the boats, as our journey ended at the 
Eglise de la Madeleine. We had just been 
three-quarters of an i ur on our journey, 
and, if the truth mu.,u be told, we were 
glad to get out into the heat again. 

THE SAIL()KS' FRIEND. 

Pllmsol! issues a Brochure Against Cattle 
Shippers. 

LONDON, Aug. 5. — An illustrated 
pamphlet on the horrors of the Atlantic 
cattle ships has just been published by 
Mr. I'liinsoll, the never-failing friend of 
the sailors. The brochure was written 
with the object of aiding the passage of 
the bill which Plimsoll is endeavoring t p 
have promoted. The bill prohibits alto- 
gether the carrying the dock loads in 
winter, makes the, use of bulkheads 
in iron vessels compulsory and for- 
bids the landing of live cattle from 
any ship starting from any p rl, 
west of the 12tll parrallel of west 
longitude Mr. l'imsoll dwells on the 
loss of I he Erin of the .National line, 
which sailed from New York lasi Decem- 
ber with 627 live cattle on board and 74 
men, and also refers to the later loss of 
the Egypt of the same line. The Erin 
has never heon heard of and the National 
company has behaved with peculiar par- 
simony toward the women and families 
who were dependent upon some of the 
men wlio went down with, her in midwin- 
ter. The Erin carried 275 boasts on her 
main deck and 252 on her upper deck. 
This cargo made her top heavy and the 
insurance inspectors placed nor limit 
at 475, whereupon the owners 
.agreed to lake the insurance risks on 
the other 52. They had to pay for the 
dead cattle of course, but not, six pence 
for 74 men. The beasts are packed so 
close that they hold each other up. If 
one falls from weakness it is trampled, 
and in rough weather it is impossible to 
feed or water them properly. When the 
ship rolls heavily the horns of the ani- 
mals are driven into one another's sides, 
and not infrequently their logs are broken, 
yet they are not pat out of their misery, 
for that would invalidate the claim of in- 
surance. The men are little better off 
than the cattle, and the whole system is 
maintained in order to get a little better 
prico for cattle which, being dressed hero, 
are sold for English beef.

DISHONEST JO URNAL1SM. 

There is a way to convict tho most 
innocent man that walks of committing 
the most heinous of crimes, and the 
Times resorts to it to fasten on tho 
Government the responsibility of sending 
the soldiers to Nanaimo. 

It is a very simple way indeed. It is 
merely to make tho charge and without 
adducing a particle of evidence in proof 
of it— indeed, to confess that there is no 
proof —to repeat it and to keep on re- 
peating it. 

Of course there is no honesty in this, 
or fairness or even common sense, but 
what does the Organ of the Opposition 
care about honesty or fairness or 
common sense when it has a point to 
gain ? 

It declares that "tho public are too 
familiar with the underground railway 
methods of the Government to swallow 
any statement it may make exonerating 
them (tho Government) of the folly and 
expense of sending troops to Wellington 
to bully peaceful citizens." This is tan- 
tamount to admitting that there are no 
grounds for its accusation, but, in spite of 
want of evidence, or rather on account of 
it, our contemporary reiterates the 
charge. It goes on to declare that it is 
prepared to attach no importance what- 
ever to evidence that may be adduced to 
prove that the Government had no hand 
in tho matter. It says "Declarations and 
affidavits the Government may make re- 
lative to their poworlessness to prevont 
the calling out of the troops, 
but tho public will be chary 
of believing that these simple Dog- 
berrys assumed the responsibility of or- 
dering tho invasion at Wellington." 

Tho annals of journalism will be 
Searched in vain for an example of a 
charge against a government or an in- 
dividual being preferred with such an 
impudent disregard of even the appear- 
ance of impartiality ami being pressed in 
a manner so diametrically opposed to 
every principle of justice and fair play. 

The Times knows that the troops could 
have been sent to Nanaimo without the 
knowledge or the consent of the Provin- 
cial Government, and even against its 
strongly expressed protest. It does not 
show, because it cannot, that the Gov- 
ernment took any part, directly or in- 
directly, in sending the soldiers to Wel- 
lington. Yet in the face of its inability 
to produce a particle of evidence in proof 
of it assort inn, it declares that there was 
con. urren' ■ -in tho part of the Govern- 
ment, f , idi opposition as this is simply 
disgraceful. No newspaper that wished 
to be regarded as even decent would re- 
sort to it. 



A RBITEATE. 



Tho publication of the correspondence 
botween tho diplomatists of Great 
Britain and those of tho United .States, 
relative to the Beh ring's .Sea dispute, hits 
nut increased the respect which the 
peoplo of both nations have for tho way 
in which governments do their business. 
They seo that titno lias been lost and 
reams of paper spoiled, and a settlement 
not only not arrived at, but apparently 
as far nil' as ever. One good result, how- 
ever, lias followed tho publication of that 
correspondence, and that is the conviction 
among thinking men that tho proper way 
to settlo the dispute is by arbitration. 
The parties to the disputo may go on 
splitting hairs for yetirs longer, leaving 
open a sourco of irritation and annoyance. 
War, or relations that make war immin- 
ent, may at any titno bo precipitated by 
tho rash or stupid action of men of either 
nation. An impartial and a competent 
tribunal would settle the wholo matter 
olfoetually in a very short time without 
wounding tho solf-lovo or tho prido of 
either Britons or Americans. To this 
conclusion the St. Paul Piouoor Press, 



on the Bido of tho Americans, gives ex- 
pression in the following paragraph : 

It seems certuin enough, to tho 
matter-of-fact man, that nothing can bo 
settled definitely in this matter except by 
arbitration of somo sort. The two 
governments have failed to get together. 
Great Britain refuses to allow our claim 
of exclusive jurisdiction. Wo refuse to 
waivo it, sinco to do so, without any 
assurance tin tho part of that government 
that her colonies "will be restrained from 
invading our premises and despoiling our 
property, would bo equivalent to relin- 
quishing a valuable possession. When 
tho affairs between two nations get to 
this pass, there is nothing for it but to 
call in a neutral power todecido the ques- 
tions at issue. Further direct correspond- 
ence leads nowhere but into tho wilder- 
ness of inconsequential detail, in which 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Blaine have wan- 
dered until both of them are weary. Tho 
commonplace man, with no taste for hair 
splitting, will understand simply that all 
diplomatic negotiations between tho two 
governments with reference to tho ad- 
justment of relations in Behring'ssea have 
been broken oil', that the differences be- 
tween thetn aro as aggravated as ever, 
and that stubborn persistence in their 
respective positions cannot, fail to lead to 
a hostile encounter sooner or latei. This 
is preposterous. And the common sense 
of both countries calls for an arbitration 
conference that will settle, for all time to 
come, both the Bohring's sea controversy 
and the unsettled difficulties, equally per- 
sistent and dangerous, on the subject of 
fishery rights in Canadian waters. 

Every patriotic Canadian would be 
glad to see the fishery questions settled 
by arbitration, and the British people 
generally would, we are sure, cheerfully 
acquiesce in the decision of any arbitra- 
tion that both nations would agree upon. 
It would he a great relief to get the 
fishery questions out of the way 

IGNORANCE OR MALICE? 

The News-Advertiser, with a zeal and 
a promptitude worthy of a better causo, 
hastens to lay at the door of the Provin- 
cial Government the blame of sending a 
detachment of the militia to Wellington. 
It, of course, disapproves of the act. Jt 
had two reasons, which it, no doubt, con- 
sidered excellent, for deciding that it was 
altogether unnecessary to send the volun- 
teers to that village. The lirst was that 
it was, as it believed, tin act of the local 
Government, and it is the first article in 
the News-Advertiser's creed just now 
that the Government cannot do right, and 
anyhow it must bo represented as con- 
tinually doing what is prejudicial to the 
interests of the country. Tho second 
reason was that Bonding troops to keep 
the miners quiet was likely to he unpopu- 
lar with the workingmen, and that, as 
the workingmen have votes, it is safe to 
condemn what they disapprove. The 
astute editor of the Advertiser believed 
that, in censuring the Government, be- 
cause the troops were sent to Wellington, 
it was shooting two birds with one stone — 
it was making the Government unpopular 
and it was making itself solid with the 
workingmen whose votes it, is so con- 
venient to have nn election day. 

It is too much to hope that when the 
Advertiser finds that it has made an 
eggregious blunder it will be honorable 
enough to mike a public confession of its 
error and apologize tor having falsely 
accused the Administration. The Adver- 
tiser will not confess that it misrepresent- 
ed the Government through ignorance, 
and it can hardly be expected to admit 
that its false accusations were prompted 
by malice. 

Tho ill natured and malignant article 
in which it attributed all sorts of evil mo- 
tives to the Government has been wasted. 
The public already know that t.lie Pro- 
vincial Government had nothing what- 
ever to do with sending the soldiers to 
Wellington, and they will see that the 
editor of the Advertiser was deplorably 
ignorant and culpably careless when he 
wrote a column of malicious twaddle 
bassd upon the assumption that the 
troops were sent at the instance of Mr. 
[tobson and his colleagues. With a very 
little alteration a sentence which the 
editor of the Advertiser no doubt con- 
sidered would do much to demolish Mr. 
Robsoll's govemmont, can be made to 
apply to -Mr. Cotton. This is it, the 
necessary changes having been made. The 
action of yesterday which, in its stupidity 
and recklessness could not he surpassed, 
will have consequences which Mr. Cotton 
and his backers did not ot nsider. « 



OUR CLIMATE LIBELLED. 

The San Francisco Call of the 19th of 
last month under the head of Federated 
Trades contains the follow ing very singu- 
lar paragraph from along communication 
sent by John Horribin, district secretary 
of the Miners and Mine Laborers Associa- 
tion of Vancouver. 

" That company (Dunsmuir & Sons) 
is not satisfied with not allowing work- 
illgmon the privilege to organize, but 
wants to turn men, women and children 
out, into the streets TO FREKZE TO DEATH, 
for you must bo aware that this is a very 
damp climate and men, women and chil- 
dren cannot lay out on the wot and cold 
ground." 

Tho closing paragraph of this precious 
epistle is " Dont take notice of any state- 
ment made through the papers without 
my signature or tho President's. " This 
Mr. Horribin, not content with misrepre- 
senting tho business concern with which 
the minors have a dispute, finds it 
in cessary to libol the climate of British 
Columbia. The weather is suroly not 



the enemy of tho truthful secretary and 
his friends. When he says that people 
are in danger of freezing tit Wellington in 
tho middle of July, he certainly maligns 
the climate of that part of tho province, 
Peoplo who read that letter will got tho 
impression that Vancouver Island is 
somewhere within the arctic circle. Tho 
weather there we are told is simply 
delightful and it has been so 
for some time. The miners were 
under no necessity to camp out, 
They could, if they liked, have 
remained at their work and lived in houses 
which, if they are nut frost proof, are 
water tight. But if, in the exorcise of 
their freedom us British subjects, they 
chose to camp out they could bo very 
comfortable indeed for throo or four 
months. Many delicately nurtured peo- 
ple, just for tho fun of the thing, live 
i principally in the open air for weeks, and 
even months, in a far more ungenial cli- 
mate than that of British Columbia at 
Nanaimo. It may be presumed that 
the minors have a liking for that free, 
pure, unconventional kind of life or they 
would not of their own accord have left 
the work which they were sure of und 
their comfortable cottages. We can 
assure our readers far ami near that it 
does not freeze in .Inly and August in 
Nanaimo, and that the rain does not 
constantly fidl at that season of the year. 

A PERSECUTED PEOPLE. 

The persecution of the .lews has been 
recommenced in Russia. Cruel edicts 
against them have been revived, ami the 
result is likely to he that, hundreds id- 
thousands of that ancient people will be 
driven out of Russia. According to these 
edicts no Jew is allowed to own or even 
to farm lands in the dominions of the 
Czar. He cannot enter the army, or be a 
doctor, a lawyer, a civil engineer, or even 
a stock holder in a mining company. In 
short the Jews aro to ho made outcasts of 
society in Russia. There aro four mil- 
lions of them in the empire, and unfor- 
tunately us it happens, a very large pro- 
portion of them are farmers. It is al- 
ways dithcult for large numbers of people 
to leave their native land at short notice, 
but it is peculiarly hard if they are 
farmers. Men engaged in agriculture 
aro, it appears to us, more attached to 
their native soil than are traders, me- 
chillies and professional men. Besides, 
it is not so easy for them to find new 
homes and to become settled in them as it 
is for other classes. However that may 
be, these Jewish farmers in Russia, 
against whom the decree of banishment 
has gone forth, deplore their fate most 
bitterly. They cannot part with their 
property except at a sacrifice, and 
they shudder tit the prospect <>f 
becoming strangers in a strange 
hind. These laws were enacted in 1882, 
and have been known as the May laws, 
but they have not been enforced until now. 
It would appear that what the Russian 
Government aims at is the total extinc- 
tion of the .Jewish race in Russia. There 
aro no doubt somo objectionable persons 
among them, but they are described as 
being as a people industrious, thrifty, 
law-abiding and sober, They are good 
citizens, but there is a bitter prejudice 
against them among the people, and this 
prejudice has been crystalled into r. 
cruel and tin unjust law. The Russian 
Jews will, before very long, lie scattered 
over the civilized world, and will, by 
their industry ami enterprise, help to en- 
rich other countries. This wholesale pun- 
ishment of an unoffending people is an- 
other proof that there is stiil a very great 
deal to he done to civilize and to human- 
ize the world. 

,1 GOOD RECOMMENDATION. 

The President of the United States 
considers that the establishment of lot- 
teries in some of the states of the Union, 
and in towns across tho Mexican frontier, 
is so demoralizing as to require 
special legislation, In a recent messago 
to Congress he said: 

"It the baneful effects of lotteries 
wen- confined to the Stales that gave the 
companies their corporate powers and 
license to conduct business, the citizens 
of other States being powerless to apply 
legal remedies, they might clear them- 
selves of responsibility by the use of such 
moral agencies as were within their reach. 
But the case is not so. 

"The pei pie of all the States are de- 
bauched and defrauded. The vast sums 
of money offered to these States for char- 
ters are drawn from the people of the 
United States, and the Government, 
through its ma'l system, is made an effec- 
tive and profitable medium of intercourse 
between the lottery company and its vic- 
tims. The use of the mails is quite as 
essential to the companies iih a State 
license. It would be practically impos- 
sible for these companies to exist if the 
public mails were once effectually closed 
against them, und thus stop the prostitu- 
tion of an agency only intended to sorvo 
tho purposes of legitimate trade and 
decent social intercourse." 

He therefore recommends such severe 
and effective legislation as will enable tho 
Post Ollicc Department to purge the 
mails of all letters, newspapers and circu- 
lars issued by lottery companies and 
necessary for the successful carrying on 
of the lottery business. The action of 
President Harrison in this matter is 
worthy of the highest commendation, 
and wo have no doubt that his oflbrts to 
put down this species of gambling will bo 
seconded by tho Government and the 
Legislature of the Dominion of Canada.

Atkinson, 
of Coweta county, was elected permanent 
chairman : Hon. W. J. Northon, of Han- 
cock county, was nominated for governor 
by a unanimous and rising vote ; General 
Phillip Cook re- nominated for secretary of 
state; Capt. W. A. Wright, for comptroller- 
general, and Col. R. H. Hardeman for 
treasurer. Judge George N. Lester was 
nominated for attorney-general over Hon. 
Clifford Anderson, present incumbent. B. 
E. Nesbitt, of Cobb county, was nomi- 
nated for commissioner of agriculture, 
on the fourth ballot, over Judge J. T. Hend- 
erson, the present commissioner. The plat- 
form adopted by the convention renewed 
the party pledge to the political principles 
set forth in the National Democratic plat- 
form of ISSN. Strict reliance on the integ- 
rity and ability of the party was relied on 
to correct existing abuses of government, 
(lovernor J. T. Cordon and other state 
officials were endorsed with pride for their 
capacity and fidelity in managing affairs of 
state. 

Killed the Whole Family. 

Pittsburg, I'cnn. , Aug. (i. -A special 
from Grafton, W. Va., says tint a frightful 
railroad accident occurred there at 8 o'clock 
this morning, resulting in the death of five 
people, members of one family. Just about 
tho time the west bound accommodation 
train was due, William Golden, bis wife and 
three children started to cross the 
muin lino of the Baltimore and Ohio road, 
near the railroad hotel, but seeing a yard 
engine coming up the road they stopped to 
let.it pass. Mr. Golden was bidding his 
two-year-old boy in bis arms, and his wife 
a thrco-tuonths'-old baby. When watching 
t he engine the passenger train struck the 
family, instantly killing the husband, wife 
ami Iwo children, und fatally injuring the 
boy who was in bis father's arms, the little 
fellow dying in an hour. The engineer of 
the train signalled, but. the noise of the 
yard engine prevented the approach of the 
train being heard. 

Burned front sits Body. 

liANGOit, .Nice, Aug. 0.— A shocking 
story of death by lighting is reported from 
Whitneyvillc to-night. Ambrose Albcr was 
struck by a bolt on the top of the head. 
Hewas killed instantly. A gash three or 
four inches iu length was made in bis head, 
and the flesh was burned from the body. 
His clothing and shoes were torn into 
shreds. There was u hole in the ball of the 
right fool, the size of an ounce bullet, and 
cuts and bruises on bis limbs which resem- 
bled those made by smnll fragments of 
exploded shell. He bad been making hay 
in the field, and was seen to fall by his wile 
who, a few minutes before, had preceded 
him from the Held.

Catholic t. A. Union. 

PlTTSBima, Ph., Aug. 7. -At to-day's ses- 
sion of the Catholic Total Abstinence Union 
of America thu report of the officers and 
committees and the reading of papers on 
various topics were heard. First Vice-Pre- 
sident Father Sheedy's report embodied re- 
ports from all subordinate unions, showing 
that tho organization has a total of 703 
unions, with membership of 63,210 in 
America. A motion to insert temperance 
lessons in the Catholic school books gave 
rise to stormy scenes. Father McTighe 
objected, stating that- the church never 
sanctioned the movement, and declared 
that a glass of wine, beer or ale 
injured no one. Groans and hisses greeted 
these remarks, ami the convention was in 
tumult. Tho chairman ruled Father Mc- 



Tighc out of order. That gentleman wa8 
not to be squelched and again took thu 
floor, saying the insertion of temperance 
lessons in the school hooka would turn from 
the church all German Catholics who up- 
hold and want their beer. Father Mc- 
Tigho was again called to order. An ex- 
cited Boston delegate who attacked the 
chair was compelled to apologise. Tho 
committee on resolutions reported, 
urging legislation in the interest of total 
abstinence by all the states of 
the union, recommended the establishment 
of total abstinence societies in every church 
parish for the benefit of children, urged the 
publication in seho«l books of selections 
from the utterances of some of the leaders 
of the Total Abstinence Union. The reso- 
lutions were adopted. A motiou to refer 
the school book question to the general 
council caused a repetition of turbulence, 
McTighe making a vigorous objection with 
pointed remarks. He was repeatedly 
hissed, and created a perfect bedlam by 
saying: "The saloon cannot go, und 
must not go. Let us direct our efforts in 
new channels and win temperance by prayer 
and fasting." Father Sheedy, author of the 
disturbing question, demanded that Father 
McTighe withdraw his remarks. Father 
McTighe demanded that a minute be made 
of bis protest and left the hall. The mo- 
tion was adopted. The Right Rev. Bishop 
Cotter, of Wisconsin, was elected president ; 
Father Sheedy, Pittsburg, first vice-presi- 
dent, and Father Manning, Cleveland, 
second vice-president, t'other McMahon, 
Cleveland, treasurer ; P. A. Nolan, Phila- 
delphia, secretary.

CMicaoo, Aug. 6. — Lost evening a street 
car wrecking wagon, driven at a high speed, 
collided with a Smith Halstead street ear.

SIXTY-FOUR .MILLION PEOPLE. 

Estimate of Complete Consul o" the states,— 
Full Returns by September. 

Washington City, Aug. li.— Superin- 
tendent Porter to-night made an estimate 
of the total population of the United States, 
placing it in round numbers at 64,000,000. 
Under the system employed at the census 
bureau a double cotli)t i 1 made, each name 
being counted twice At the close of the 
work to-night the total count was 88,000,- 
01)1), or, divided by two, 44,000,000 inhabit- 
ants. About one-third of the work under 
the estimate is yet to be done. The count 
is going on at the rate of about 4,600,000 a 
day, and the superintendent believes bo 
will be able to give the oliicial figures by 
September 1st. 

GREAT CYCLONIC IN TIIK EAST. 

Boats Capsized, Houses Smashed anil Crops 
Destroyed. 

Mo.vriiKAi., Aug. 5.- A cyclone of unpar- 
alleled violence for this locality swept over 
Lake St. Louis and the St. Lawrence in the 
vicinity of Montreal, last evening, doing 
great damage on land and water. At the 
moment the storm burst the principal event 
of the canoe meet at Isle Cadiettx, the Lake 
association trophy for first-class yachts, was 
being sailed. Eight competing yachts were 
out on the lake, when suddenly the sky 
grew black and the wind swept down the 
lake with terrific violence. Instantly every 
yacht in the race was upset. It is not 
known now bow many, if any, were 
drowned. 

At Point Clare and Doual great damage 
was done to property, houses were unroofed, 
barns struck by lightning, and many build- 
ings swept completely away. 

At Lachino the greatest damage was done. 
The immense building of tho Dominion 
Bridge company and the equally large struc- 
ture of the Canadian Screw and Barbed 
Wire Factory, were unroofed and left in 
ruins.

The 
council was opened by General Underwood 
delivering his annual address. He con- 
gratulates the Order upon its wonderful 
growth and prosperity.
